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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 

Borough  of  Hove. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Animal  Report  for  the  year  1941  x- 
its  customary  abbreviated  form  and  on  this  occasion  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  shorn  of  any  information  as  to 
population  etc.  which  might  be  of  value  to  the  enemy.  In  this  third  year  of 
the  war  the  Department  settled  down  into  normal  routine  modified  by  war-time 
conditions  and  it  has  constantly  been  my  aim  to  insist  upon  as  high  a 
standard  of  supervision  over  the  health  and  general  welfare  of  the  community 
as  was  consistent  with  these  conditions  and  not  to  accept  the  plea  that  a 
lowering  of  the  standard  of  compliance  with  peace  time  requirements  was 
always  necessary  because  that  "there  is  a war-  on".  The  attainment  of  this 
ideal  has  not  been  rendered  easier  by  the  virtual  transfer  to  other  Govern- 
ment Departments  both  new  and  old  of  duties  and  responsibilities  which  were 
previously  the  concern  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  alone  and  although  the 
necessities  of  war  may  render  this  necessary  for  the  moment  it  will  be  an 
important  part  of  post-war  reconstruction  to  ensure  that  Public  Health 
Departments  regain  their  control  over  certain  sections  of  their  work  which  to 
some  extent  they  have  temporarily  lost.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  again  that 
the  general  health  of  the  whole  population  remained  at  as  high  level  as  in 
previous  years  and  that  children  and  adults  including  particularly  the  aged 
withstood  the  physical  and  mental  strain  of  the  second  winter  of  the  war 
surprisingly  well. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

1941  showed  an  even  better  record  than  its  predecessor,  there 
being  a 70$  reduction  in  the  total  number  of  notifications  of  all  types  of 
infectious  disease  and  a 94$  reduction  in  that  of  measles.  In  normal  times 
this  latter  disease  had  a periodicity  of  outbreaks  at  2 yearly  intervals  and 
it  will  be  interesting  to  see  whether  now  that  the  mass  migration  of  the 
population  has  more  or  less  ceased  it  will  revert  to  this  cycle. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMHUNISAT ION 

In  view  of  the  possibility  of  the  spread  of  diphtheria  under  war- 
time conditions  a campaign  in  favour  of  immunisation  was  carried  out  both  at 
the  Welfare  Centres  and  in  the  Elementary  Schools  and  from  the  records  avail- 
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able  it  is  estimated  that  15$  of  the  under  5's  and.  50$  of  those  "between  5 
and  15  had  been  protected  during  the  year.  This  is  certainly  an  under- 
estimate since  it  takes  no  account  of  the  unknown  number  of  children  not  ir. 
attendance  at  these  places  who  have  been  treated  by  private  doctors.  The 
percentage  of  children  attending  the  Welfare  Centres  who  have  been  immunised 
is  actually  26$;  nevertheless  this  percentage  is  far  too  low  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease,  the  number  of  cases  of  which  are  on  the  increase 
throughout  the  country  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  encourage  parents 
to  take  advantages  of  the  free  facilities  which  are  provided.  Although  no 
claim  has  ever  been  made  that  100$  of  those  children  who  undergo  the  course 
of  injections  will  be  protected  from  this  disease,  up-to-date  no  case  of  true 
diphtheria  has  occurred  in  this  town  in  a child  who  was  properly  immunised. 
SANATORIUM . 

References  have  been  made  in  the  House  of  Commons  and  the  Press  to 
the  unejqpectedly  small  incidence  of  infectious  disease  and  this  was  reflected 
in  the  admissions  to  the  Sanatorium  which  total  167  cases  compared  with  292 
in  1940  when  the  population  at  risk  was  higher  and  the  number  Of  Service 
pat i en  c a great e i . 41  x e v i ew  01  ti*e  salaries  01  nursing  stall  was  made  in 

July  and  they  now  compare  very  favourably  with  those  paid  in  neighbouring 
areas.  At  the  same  time  the  maintenance  charges  to  outside  authorities  were 
revised  in  accordance  with  the  increase  in  cost  through  war  conditions. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

There  has  been  a slight  rise  in  the  Birth  Rate  from  8.204  to  9*55 
and  a small  increase  in  the  Death  Rate  from  17*43  to  18.3*  On  the  other 
hand  there  has  been  a most  marked  fall  in  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  from 
64.2  to  29.12  - the  corresponding  figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  59  - which 
brings  it  down  approximately  to  the  best  record  of  the  pre-war  years.  Both 
figures  cannot  be  satisfactorily  explained  even  if  the  relative  sizes  and 
age  grouping  of  the  populations  in  these  years  are  taken  into  account.  One 
factor  which  may  have  some  bearing  is  that'  in  1940  there  were  considerable 
movements  among  the  mothers  entering  and  leaving  the  town  in  accordance  with 
the  war  situation  whereas  in  1941  despite  the  evacuation  which,  however,  was 
largely  confined  to  school  children  the  population  had  not  only  been  reduced 
but  had  become  more  stabilised.  It  is  unlikely  that  the  scheme  of  the 
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Ministry  of  Pood  for  the  provision  of  milk  to  nursing  mothers  and  infants 
either  free  or  at  a reduced  charge  could  have  had  such  a striking  effect 
after  so  short  space  of  time  hut  on  the  other  hand  it  is  also  possible  tha>. 
the  increased  income  coming  into  same  homes  with  no  male  member  to  feed  ma;, 
have  tended  towards  better  nutrition  for  the  babies.  A casual  inspection, 
however,  of  the  records  of  the  deaths  suggests  that  the  majority  were  in 
families  in  which  the  income  had  not  varied  very  greatly  as  the  result  of 
the  war. 

The  Neo-natal  Hate  was  lowered  from  4-0. 3&  to  21. 36  still,  howev, 
accounting  for  73$  of  the  total  infant  deaths,  so  that  the  most  fruitful 
field  in  the  lowering  of  this  vital  loss  of  lives  lies  in  an  investigation  of 
and  measures  to  prevent  deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  month  of  their 
existence.  There  was  one  Maternal  Death  giving  a Mortality  Hate  of  1.9. 

The  subject  of  the  trend  of  the  population  throughout  the 
country  is  exciting  a great  deal  of  concern  at  the  present  time  and  inasmuch 
as  the  character  of  the  community  is  already  determined  by  the  age 
distribution  of  the  population  living  to-day  it  is  not  to  be  anticipated  that 
Hove  with  its  preponderance  of  males  and  females  in  the  older  age  groups  is 
likely  to  show  any  spectacular  change  in  the  years  ahead.  The  average 
number  of  births  throughout  the  country  averages  about  600,000  per  annum  at 
the  present  time  which  is  well  below  what  is  required  to  maintain  a 
stationary  population  and  if  no  improvement  takes  place  a decline  in 
population  is  bound  to  take  place  by  reason  of  the  excess  in  the  proportion 
of  middle  aged  persons  resulting  from  the  period  (1890  - 1910)  when  the  births 
averaged  over  900,000  per  annum.  Conflicting  explanations  are  given  of  this 
decline  in  the  Birth  Hate  and  remedies  mostly  designed  to  encourage  the 
production  of  larger  families  by  financial  inducements  have  already  been  put 
forward  but  obviously  an  investigation  of  the  causes  of  and  means  to  reverse 
this  decline  in  the  population  is  now  overdue. 

INFANT  WELFARE 

The  Maternity  & Child  Welfare  Service  was  able  to  resume  its 
normal  routine  during  the  year  and  the  fact  that  approximately  1,500  children 
up  to  the  age  of  5 come  under  its  supervision  at  the  Welfare  Centres  without 
taking  into  account  the  Home  Visiting  is  evidence  of  how  much  it  is 
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appreciated  by  the  mothers.  A further  field  for  co-operation  in  the  task  of 
securing  the  welfare  of  young  children  in  wartime  was  the  scheme  sponsored  '' 
the  Ministry  of  Food  for  the  distribution  of  fruit  juices  etc.  and  from  th.  ' 
Welfare  Centres  which  are  distribution  points  approximately  60$  of  the  total 
issues  are  made.  This  new  responsibility  brought  to  the  fore  the  problem  c.- 
the  provision  in  the  Hour ' eg  nri  wte  area  where  the  school  premises  had  never 
been  convenient  and  the  anticipated  large  increase  in  attendances  as  a result 
of  the  scheme  made  a move  essential.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Housing 
Committee  and  with  the  enthusiastic  aid  of  the  Housing  Manager  one  of  the 
large  Council  houses  was  secured  and  adapted  as  a Centre  and  was  brought  into 
use  in  January  1942.  This  provided  much  more  suitable  accommodation  for 
mothers  and  staff  alike  and  has  enabled  us  to  cater  more  effectively  for  the 
new  area  north  of  the  Hangleton  Road. 

WORK  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTORS 

Despite  the  inevitable  reduction  of  some  of  their  activities  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors-  continue  to  give  close  attention  to  those'  aspects  of  their 
pre-war  duties  which  have  the'  closest  bearing  upon  the  welfare  of  the  community 
and  from  the  summary  at  the  end  of  this  report  it  will  be  no-ticed  that  they 
endeavoured  to  the-  best  of  their  ability  to  maintain  the  standard  of  housing, 
food  preparation  and  soundness' of  food  which  cannot  be  relaxed  even  in  wartime. 
ADULTERATION  OF  MILK  - r : 

Churcher  v.  Reeves 

As  this  case  is  of  such  importance  and  is  likely  to  produce  such 
far  reaching  results  in  future  Prosecutions  for  the  adulteration  of  Milk  it 
has  been  thought  that  a summary  of  the  facts  and  judgment  is  of  interest  to  the 
authority  who  instituted  the  original  proceedings.  Samples  of  bulked  milk 
amounting  to  gallons  from  14  cows  were  taken  by  the. Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  on  analysis  showed  7*99$  Solids  not  Fat  whereas  genuine  milk  is 
presumed  to  contain  not  less  than  8.5$.  There  was,  therefore,  on  the  legally 
accepted  tests  a deficiency  of  6$.  The  freezing  point  test  which  although  it 
has  not  yet  gained  statutory  recognition  is  generally  accepted  in  scientific 
circles  as  distinguishing  accurately  between  milk  which  contains  an  intrinsic- 
ally  higher  water  content  than  normal  due  to  natural  causes  from  that  to  which 
water  has  been  added  showed  an  excess  of  11$  added  water.  At  the  hearing 
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before  the  Hove  Justices  it  was  admitted  that  the  milk  had  been  left 
unattended  for  approximately  13  hours  .during  which  time  water  could  have  bem- 
added although  no  evidence  implicating  any  individual  could  be  produced  arx 
it  was  stated  by  the  defendant  that  as  he  was  only  allowed  66$  of  the  norma 
peace  time  quantity  of  dairy  cake  this  in  itself  accounted  for  the  deficient 
and  that  the  milk  was  genuine  and  in  the  same  condition  as  it  came  from  the 
cow.  The  significance  of  the  freezing  point  test  was  explained  by  the  Pubi ■ 
Analyst  in  the  witness  box  and  a Veterinary  Surgeon  for  the  defence  gave  as 
his  opinion  that  the  deficiency,  however,  could  be  accounted  for  by  the  lac: 
of  feeding  stuffs.  The  justices  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  milk  was  in 
the  same  condition  as  it  came  from  the  cow  and  dismissed  the  case.  Against 
this  decision  an  appeal  was  made  to  the  Kings  Bench  Divisional  Court. 

Counsel  for  the  Inspector  relying  on  a previous  judgment  in  the 
case  of  Jenkins  v.  Williams  contended  that  if  the  defence  put  forward  was  that 
the  milk  was  in  the  same  condition  as  it  cane  from  the  cow  it  was  necessary 
to  produce  evidence  that  it  had  been  under  constant  supervision  between  the 
time  of  milking  and  its  delivery  to  the  retailer,  whereas  it  was  admitted 
that  there  was  a period  of  13  hours  during  which  an  evilly  disposed  person 
could  have  tampered  with  it.  The  Lord  Chief  Justice  in  dismissing  the  appeal 
stated  that  if  the  only  defence  was  that  of  non-accessibility  it  had  to  be 
proved  up  to  the  hilt  but  in  this  case  the  justices  had  accepted  the  evidence 
that  lack  of  feeding  stuffs  prevented  the  milk  from  reaching  the  required 
standard. 

It  is  obvious  therefore  that  in  future  prosecutions  in  which  this 
defence  may  be  raised  it  will  always  be  necessary  to  explain  carefully  the 
significance  of  the  freezing  point  test  and  to  provide,  if  possible,  expert 
evidence  on  the  effects  of  lack  of  feeding  stuffs  on  the  quality  of  milk. 
Another  useful  measure  is  a comparison  of  the  analysis  of  the  sample  with 
similar  samples  procured  from  the  herd  under  normal  conditions  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  original  sample  has  been  taken  since  it  is  unlikely  that 
deficiency  due  to  lack  of  feeding  stuffs  will  be  limited  to  one  particular 
milking. 

CIVIL  DEMOS 

The  calls  upon  the  Casualty  Services  were  not  many  during  this 
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year  trut  on  each  occasion  they  v/ere  "brought  into  action  they  acquitted 
themselves  satisfactorily.  Every  effort  was  made  to  improve  their  conditi- 
prevent  boredom  and  maintain  their  training  both  individual  and  in  combinab 
with  other  branches  of  Civil  Defence.  The  part-time  volunteers  were  more 
effectively  welded  into  the  general  organisation  and  took  up  their  spells  of 
duty  in  accordance  with  principles  laid  down  and  fulfilled  their  obligations 
efficiently  and  enthusiastically.  To  meet  the  possibility  of  Gas  being  use;' 
Public  Cleansing  Centres  were  set  up  and  the  facilities  for  dealing  with  thi' 
type  of  warfare  improved  at  the  First  Aid  Post. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

As  in  the  last  Great  War  there  has  been  a rise  in  the  mortality 
from  Pulmonary  'Tuberculosis  particularly  among  young  women  from  15  to  25  whos; 
death  rate  has  throughout  the  country  risen  from  ~j6.2  per  1,000,000  in  1939 
to  88l  in  1940.  Hove  to  a slight  extent  reflects  this  increase  since  there 
were  2 deaths  in  this  age  group  in  1940  compared  with  1 in  1939  > hut  obviously 
no  deductions  can  be  based  on  such  small  totals.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
from  all  types  of  the  disease  range  from  30  in  1939 » 13  in  1940  and  32  in  1941» 
It  seems  probable  that  this  increase  in  Mortality  is  due  more  to  conditions  of 
war  strain,  longer  working  hours,  black-out  rather  than  to  food  restrictions 
which  could  hardly  have  had  much  effect  by  1940. 

One  pressing  need  in  the  County  Council’s  Scheme  for  the  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis  is  the  provision  of  accommodation  for  chronic  and  advanced 
cases.  The  former  require  a modified  Sanatorium  regime  for  a short  period 
and  the  latter  Hospital  treatment  in  the  vicinity  of  their  own  Homes  which  up 
to  the  outbreak  of  war  they  obtained  in  the  various  Public  Assistance  Hospitals 
throughout  the  country.  The  provision  for  such  accommodation  has  been  under 
discussion  for  a number  of  years  and  in  time  of  war  is  even  more  pressing 
because  of  domestic  and  feeding  difficulties  in  retaining  the  patients  at 
home.  One  scheme  which  would  have  met  these  needs  was  unfortunately  turned 
down  because  the  responsible  Authority  considered  it  undesirable  to  set  up 
such  accommodation  near  to  the  coast.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  the 
County  Council  will  give  attention  to  this  urgent  problem  which  involves  not 
only  Hove  but  the  surrounding  area. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  SERVICE 


I referred  in  last  year’s  Report  to  the  co-ordination  of  Child 
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Welfare  and  School  Medical  Services  achieved  "D y my  assumption  of  the  admins 
istrative  control  of  both  services  and  this  was  carried  a stage  further  for,*''- 
by  including  the  Health  Visitors  whose  duties  had  been  entirely  confined  to 
the  supervision  o f the  health  of  children  under  school  age  in  the  work  of  ti 
School  Medical  Service.  Each  health  visitor  has  a number  of  schools  allots 
to  her  according  to  the  size  of  her  district  and  attends  the  medical  V. 

inspections.  In  this  way  her  knowledge  of  the  family  circumstances  and  the 
condition  of  the  children  before  they  enter  school  is  passed  on  to  the  school 
authorities  direct. 

During  the  year  the  Board  of  Education  brought  forward  the  quest! 
of  the  feeding  of  children  in  war-time  and  recommended  that  provision  be  made 
in  all  elementary  schools  for  a mid-day  meal  for  all  children  irrespective  of 
their  nutritional  condition.  It  was  decided  that  in  Hove  one  school  (Ellen 
Street)  should  be  equipped  as  a feeding  centre  on  an  experimental  basis  and 
that  if  the  response  seemed  satisfactory  all  the  schools  should  be  included  in 
a comprehensive  scheme.  More  and  more  it  is  becoming  recognised  that  the 
physical  condition  of  the  child  is  vital  if  he  is  to  benefit  from  the  education 
provided  and  at  a future  date  it  is  likely  that  the  provision  of  a mid-day 
meal  will  be  in  every  way  an  essential  and  integral  part  of  the  curriculum. 

Once  again  I have  to  record  with  gratitude  the  unfailing  support 
and  forbearance  of  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  all  the  Committees  I serve.  So 
far  as  my  own  staff , ’ Medical  Hursing,  Clerical  and  A.H.P.  are  concerned,  I can 
only  say  that  without  their  ungrudging  assistance  at  all  times  and  under - all 
conditions  it  would  not  have  been  possible  to  weather  the  year  1941/ as  ^ : 
successfully  as  we  have  done.
